THE HISTORY OF ERNEST HARMON AIR FORCE BASE 


The base is named in honor of Captain Ernest Harmon, an Air 
Corps pilot who lost his life on 27 August 1933, when his plane 
crashed on a flight from Maryland to Mitchel Field, New York. 
Captain Harmon was holder of the Detroit News Trophy, which he 
won at the Cleveland Air Races in 1925. 


The military installation covers an area of 8,159 acres. In 
February 1941, the U. S. Corps of Engineers made preliminary 
surveys, and construction began soon thereafter. From that time 
until September 1943, air traffic was practically non-existent. In 
September, the base became a part of the Air Transport Command, 
and initial construction was begun. 


In 1948, EHAFB joined the Newfoundland Base Command, a 
part of the Military Air Transport Service, where it remained until 
1950. At that time, the U. S. Northeast Command and the North- 
east Air Command were formed, and Emest Harmon was transferred 
to NEAC. The base remained under the control of -NEAC until 
April 1, 1957, when NEAC was deactivated. At that time, 
Ernest Harmon was named the home of the 4081st Strategic Wing 
under the Eighth Air Force, Strategic Air Command. 


THE MISSION OF ERNEST HARMON AIR FORCE BASE 


At Ernest Harmon, we are an integral part of the global Strate- 
gic Air Command operation, and as such, have a mission to train 
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and maintain a force capable of performing those base functions and 
services which are required to successfully support SAC emergency 
plans and tactical training operations. 


As a secondary mission, the base provides support to aircraft 
of the Eastern Transport Air Force, as well as other transient air- 
craft. There is little difference between the peacetime and wartime 
aspects of this mission. 


GEOGRAPHICAL LOCATION 


Ernest Harmon Air Force Base is located on the shore of St. 
Georgets Bay , adjacent to the town of Stephenville on the west 
coast of Newfoundland, 


The base is 238 air miles from the capitol of the Province - 
St. John's, Thirty-two miles west , on the north shore of the bay, 
lies Cape St, George, the most west point of the island, 


Elevation of the base is 86 feet above sea level, Sufficient 
land area exists to provide a runway 10,000 feet long, which is 
long enough to accommodate current types of USAF aircraft, 


The installation is 900 miles northeast of McGuire AFB, New 
Jersey, andis a stop-over and refueling point for SAC, ETAF and 
transient aircraft proceeding from the Zone of Interior to Various 
overseas bases, and returning.

Ocean fishing does not require a license. Fish that may be 
caught include trout, salmon, cod, flounder, haddock, ocean perch, 
eels, and other varieties. Game fish in streams must be caught 
with flies as no plugs are allowed.

Small game 
licenses for residents are $2.00 per season, and $5.00 for non- 
residents. Military personnel become eligible for a resident license 
after residing one year in Newfoundland. 


Full particulars on hunting and fishing laws, licenses, etc.

OUTDOOR FUN AT CAMP 33 


One of the most attractive features of Harmon's recreational 
program is the combination summer and winter recreational camp, 
Camp 33. 


Located approximately 33 miles from the base, in the heart of 
Newfoundland's western timber country, the camp is ideally located 
on the southwestern tip of Grand Lake, and offers top services to 
both hunters and fishermen the year tround. Eight cabins for use by

CLIMATE 


The climate in Newfoundland is largely Influenced by the Gulf 
Stream which passes along the south and east coasts. Snow 
usually arrives In December, and stays until April, with an average 


of 95.5 inches per year. An average of eight inches falls with 
each storm, 


September through November are the rainy months with an aver- 
age rainfall of five and one-half inches each month. Temperatures 
are moderate with an average of 24 degrees in winter and 61 de- 
grees in summer. Winter temperatures may be as low as 15 degrees 
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. Fog 
hile summer temperatures go up to 85 degrees. Ft g 
e Saleni the south coastal area, but at Ernest Harmon, mal A 
able records reveal that the field is below minimums for aircra 
operations due to fog only 3.6 percent of the time.

Bus transportation is furnished to and from the base schools. 
BANKING FACILITIES 


Currency services are now available at the main BX store, 
The facility offers check cashing for sums over one dollar; however, 
they will not cash foreign or Canadian checks or U. S. Postal 
Money Orders. The facility sells both Bank of Montreal Money 
Orders, payable and sold in U. S. currency; and American Express 
Travelers! Cheques. 


There are no on-base banking facilities. Both the Royal Bank 
of Canada and the Bank of Montreal operate branches in nearby 
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Stephenville. Checking and savings accounts are available to per- 
sonnel, and personal loans can also be arranged. 


SERVICE STATION 


The Base Gasoline Station sells standard 80-86 octane gaso- 
line, and heavy duty 10-20-30 weight oil. No other services are 
available. However , many major oil companies are represented 
with services in the Stephenville area. 


RED CROSS 


The specific mission of the American Red Cross at Emest

Vehicles 
must be insured with a rellable U. S, firm, or an approved Canadian 
firm, for $5,000 property damage and $10,000 public liability 
Before the vehicle can be driven off-base, Newfoundland license 
plates and driverts licenses must be obtained. The ID&R Office 
will assist personnel in the completion of necessary requirements.

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PRIVATELY OWNED WEAPONS 


Canadian law forbids the possession of a pistol byan individual á 
If driving to Harmon, all pistols in your possession will be confis- 
cated by border guards at the Canadian-U. S. border. However, 
rifles (if disassembled) may be legally transported by auto. If 
rifles are brought, such weapons will immediately be registered 
with the Base Provost Marshal. Organization commanders will be 
responsible for providing safe storage of authorized privately-owned 
weapons belonging to members of their commands. 


Pistols may be purchased in the BX, and must be registered 
immediately with the Base Provost Marshal, Under no circum- 
stances will private pistols be allowed off base. 


Authorized owners of rifles may carry or transport them, cased 
or uncased, to or from marksmanship activities, or when they are to 
be used in hunting areas, provided that such weapons are unloaded 
when carried or transported to and from the area of use. In addition, 
AF personnel authorized to own private weapons must comply with 
all Canadian and Newfoundland laws, etc. goveming the use, etc. 
of such weapons when taken off the installation. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 
Be sure to bring the proper clothing for seasonal wear. Snows 


usually arrive in December and stay until April , so, snow suits 
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storm coats, ice skates, sleds, galoshes, etc, are important winter 
items. Rainwear is a must for spring and fall. The summer is 
somewhat shorter than the same period Stateside, however, bring 
summer wear too, since the weather can get nice and warm. 


There will be items which you may wantthat are not stocked by 
the Base Exchange. These may be purchased in Stephenville, or 
you might use mail order services of large U. S. and Canadian 
firms, 


Off-base housing in Stephenville is limited, and the rents 
rather high, though comparable with those in the States. Off-base 
housing must conform to base standards, and therefore you will find 
adequate indoor plumbing, hot water, etc. A heater, usually using 
oil, is usually the only furnished heating item. Oil may be pur- 
chased reasonably on base, 


Many persons have found it advantageous to mail ahead house- 
hold items that will be needed before the regular shipment arrives. 
Items should be packed in double, corrugated cardboard boxes or 
wooden boxes, the weight not to exceed 70 pounds or 100 inches 
overall. Curtains, curtain material, plastic drapes, linens, throw 
rugs, small pictures, a few pots and pans, and other odds and ends 
you may need should be included. 
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WELCOME TO STEPHENVILLE, NEWFOUNDLAND 


Stephenville's Main Street 


Located immediately outside of the main gate at Ernest Harmon 
AFB is the town of Stephenville, population approximately 6,000. 
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There are no major industries as such in Stephenville. Most 
local business is in the services category, catering to the needs of 
the local population, and providing many needed services to the 
base. 


There is a variety of shops and stores in town to provide for 
most any need, Up-to-date items in clothing, fumiture, household 
accessories and hundreds of other things are available, as is a 
good selection of foodstuffs, 


All stores are closed on Wednesdays by acclamation of the 
Town Council. Family shopping nights are Fridays and Saturdays 
when the stores are open until 9:00 P. M. 


A good number of restaurants, including those specializing in 
Chinese dishes, can be found in Stephenville. 


The main street in town is paved, and all connecting roadways 
are either constructed of dirt or gravel. Plans for construction of 
sidewalks and street lighting are in progress for residential areas. 


Police protection is provided by the local detachment of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP), and fire protection is fur- 
nished by the local volunteer fire department with assistance when 
necessary by the Base Fire Department. 


For personnel residing in town, an annual Minicipal Services 
Fee of $10; an annual auto tax of $5.00; and monthly water ard 
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sewerage fees of $4 are levied. Propane gas service is also avail-
